Kalantzis had been offe- 
red a five year contract — 
valued at $210,000 — by 
Olympiakos and Sydney 
Olympic expected to re- 
ceive a $170,000 transfer 
fee. 

However, _ Panathinai- 
kos jumped in with an extra 
$30,000 for \Kalantzis’ 
transfer. 

Kalantzis is to return to 
Australia within the next 
few days to complete his 
contract in the NSL with 
Sydney Olympic and will 
return to Greece in 
December. 

Kalantzis, however, will 
not be lost to Australian 
Soccer. 

His international _clear- 
ance from the Australian 
Soccer Federation con- 
tains a special clause 
which states that Panathi- 
naikos must automatically 
release the player for Aus- 
tralia’s matches for the 
Olympic Games, should 
national coach, Frank 
Arok want his services.

nations will continue to find it difficult to overcome 
the pros. 

And, more particularly, if the part-time nations 
have to take the field every second day their fitness 
levels do drop away. 

The teams are left with only sheer raw courage to 
try and make up for having leaden feet. 

itis altogether too much of a burden to bear. 

So the national squad needs more camps, more 
training and probably additional matches as well. 

But the basis of football must lie in the major club 
competitions. Without them the game is a farce and 
any international honours secured unfortunately 
end up doing little to advance the game. 

Enter the clubs, breathing fire and brimstone and 
claiming more use of their own players, without 
whom they cannot put on the class of football that the 
public so rightly demands. 


In spite of the claims, the clubs generally caused a 
deal of their own problems recently by closing down 
the competition for three weeks for the President’s 
Cup tournament. 

It all points to the need for the ASF, the NSL and 
their coaching specialists to jointly try and overco- 
me the problems. 

Suggestions that the national squad go fulltime 
beg the question of whether sufficient funds are 
available to enable this to be done. 

On the face of it the idea appears to be an impossi- 
bility. 


So the only answer surely must be for the parties to 
do the best that they can for the good of the sport by 
coming together to find the best possible solution. 

Apart from that what must Australia do to lift itself 
in World Soccer ratings? 

The basic lesson involves a realisation that the 
country must have a stronger top competition or 
competitions. 

The sport has gained from the consolidation of 
playing strength into one 13 team league, but it has 
not increased in public support because it has only 
taken a limited step up the track. 

It is growing increasingly likely that, at some future 
point, there will be something of the nature of two ten 
team divisions or alternatively super state leagues. 

It will take time for the realisation that the sport in 
NSW, Queensland and the ACT will suffer further un- 


_ less their major centres receive a better deal, but the 


point is not lost on the more enlightened administra- 
tors in those states. 

The alternative of professional football would do 
wonders for Soccer, but in its present format it is not 
achievable. 

Even a limited period winter indoor competition 
would only provide for a handful of the players. 

This would require a deal of restructuring that is 
beyond the present possibilities in the game, unless 
anew category of entrepreneur is introduced. 

In the meanwhile the brain drain to Europe is conti- 
nuing unabated. 

The latest to set off is Chris Kalantzis, a player who 
alternatively has thrilled and occasionally disap- 
pointed. 


He has the ability to make the grade if he can re- 
spond to the degree of discipline that he will now 
encounter. 

Robbie Dunn, likely to go to Utrecht, and Graham 
Arnold, wanted by Roda, could both find places in 
worthwhile clubs in the Dutch League. 

Replacing this trio will be difficult, just as Sydney 
Croatia found it difficult to find someone to match up 
with Jim Patikas’ lightning fast moves. 

It remains to the seen whether these players settle 
down in Greece and Holland, but the liklihood is that 
they will. :

THE West End National Soccer League is soon to make an anno- 
uncement on the Introduction of what will become AUSTRALIAN

The following extracts from “Aussie Soccer”, the WENSL’s 
monthly publication, gives a balanced view as to how the players 
themselves feel about the Award of Awards. 

The WENSL has received approaches from three leading play- 
ers — former Winfield Socceroos John Kosmina and Terry 
Greedy and Apla’s former Young Socceroo Peter Tredinnick. 

The problems with this excellent idea Is how do the players 
vote and on what basis. 


“At this stage | would 
hope that we can get the 
captain at each club to look 
after the votes being sub- 
mitted by all the players 
qualifying to vote,” says 
Terry Greedy. 

“We would keep the 
votes sealed and open 
them only on the night to 
add to the uncertainty 
about the winner.” 

Here is a cross section 
of views from Preston's 
Con Opasinis, Sydney 
Croatia's Robbie Slater 
and Adelaide City’s Bugsy 
Nyskohus as told to 
“Aussie Soccer”. 

Each player also selects 
his team of the year — up 
until the break in the West 
End National Soccer Lea- 
gue for the President’s 
Cup. 

“It's difficult to accept 
at times that the hard work 
done off the ball is never 
noticed either in the press 
or by the referees when it 
comes to giving votes for 
these awards,” Opasinis 
said. 

It goes without saying 
that he is all for an intro- 
duction of the Player's 
Player of the Year in Aus- 
tralian soccer — and be- 
lieves that if run properly, it 
will become the most re- 
spected award by the play- 
ers themselves within a 
very short period of time. 

“The players who do 
one or two attractive things 
in a match are the ones 
that grab the eye of the me- 
dia, while a lot of players 
who do the hard work har- 
dly ever get mentioned. 

Opasinis believes the 
best way to run such an 
award would be for the 
captain of the team to col- 
lect the votes irom his side 
every week and for those 
(sealed) votes to be passed

ST GEORGE BUDAPEST Soccer club has organised a special 
dinner to be held next week (Thursday, August Gth) to honour 
Australia’s former World Cup captain, Johnny Warren’s induction 
to the Australian Sports Hall of Fame. 


During the coaching 
reign of that wonderful 
human being, the late Un- 
cle Joe Viasits, Warren 
captained Australia from 
1967 to 1970 and was the 
youngest national skipper 
on record. 

St George back in 
1961, bought Warren 
from the old Canterbury 
Club — the club which, 
during that era, produced 
the nationwide famous 
“‘Canterbury Babes” 
which boasted teenage 
super-stars, Johnny Wat- 
kiss, Brian Smith and 
Warren. 

The Saints paid out the 
then record transfer fee of 
$3,000 plus a player 
(Alan Hethrington). 

In those days, Warren 
was an outright striker. 

He made his first grade 
debut at the tender age of 
15, in-an era where tee- 
nage first graders could 
be counted on one hand. 

The wiry youngster 
was tossed into the deep 
end, having to face big- 
time personality stars.

Herbert Ninaus, Louis

the great Johnny 
Watkiss. 

Watkiss, like Warren, 
had become an Austra- 
lian Soccer super-star. 

From 1965 to 1974 
Watkiss was the only 
Australian player to have 
represented in three 
World Cups, playing in all 
three lines. 

This giant immaculate 
athlete, together with 
Warren, was arguably the 
best Soccer player this 
wonderful nation has pro- 
duced. 

Watkiss, one of War- 
ren’s idols as a teenager, 
played for Canterbury, 


Apia, Hakoah and in the 
twilight of his career with 
Sutherland. 

He migrated from En- 
gland at the tender age of 
10 and moved into War- 
ren's childhood neigh- 
bourhood at Botany, a 
Sydney suburb wedged 
on the shores of Botany 
Bay. 

Watkiss’ arrival at Bo- 
tany was probably the 
greatest thing to happen 
to young Johnny Warren. 

Within his luggage, the 
adolescent Watkiss had 
brought out from En- 
gland, stacks of Soccer 
books and magazines 
which of course were ali- 
en to a wide-eyed 
Warren. 

Warren had never seen 
anything like them before 
as the Australian market 
at that time had no Soc-

cer books, let alone Aus- 
tralian Soccer Weeklies 
floating about. 


INSEPARABLE 


The two youngsters 
became inseparable as 
Soccer cemented a 
bond between them 
that has lasted some 35 
years. 

Both graduated into 
first garde. 

Both were to pull on the 
Green and Gold shirt and 
step onto international 
arenas all over the world. 

As we said, at 15, and 
whilst a brilliant student at 
Sydney's Cleveland Stre- 
et Boys High, Warren be- 
came the youngest ever 
to break into first grade 
Soccer. 

In 1958, Scotland’s 
champion club, Hearts of 
Midlothian, was touring 
Australia, and Warren 
was presented to them at 
a special training clinic 
they performed for youn- 
gsters at Wentworth 
Park. 


The hardened Scottish 
pros at that time, after 
seeing Johnny on the 
ball, made a prediction to 
the Sydney press who 
were at the training clinic. 

Hearts’ manager, the 
former Scottish Internati- 
onal, Tommy Walker, sta- 
ted: “This young lad will 
play for Australia one 
day”. 


BORN LEADER 


The skipper of He- 
arts, John Cumming, 
said: “This lad Is a born 
leader.” 

Seven years later, such 
predictions crystalised as 
Warren was selected in 
the Australian World Cup 
side to go to Cambodia 
for World Cup elimination 
matches in 1965. 

Born in the Sydney su- 
burb of Botany, on May 
17th, 1943, Warren took 
up Soccer with a church 
team at the mature age of 
four. 

The Warren family boa- 
sted two other sons, Ross 
and Geoff. Both Soccer 
Stars in their own right. 

Ross, the eldest, was a 
dynamic, tough, no-non- 
sense fullback with the 
Budapest club, posses- 
sing a lethal right boot 
ever-ready to strike the 
target whenever he pus- 
hed up. 

Geoff became a spec- 
tacular left winger with 
the Canterbury club. 
Once Geoff gained pos- 
session, he'd rocket 
away for the corner flag 
and whip in his red-hot 
cross looking to hit any 
support in the box. 

Johnny was the baby of 
Australia’s best known 
trio. 

The Warren brothers, 
in those days, were equ- 
ally known in sporting cir- 
cles as today’s famous 
cricketers, the Chappell 
brothers. 


ON Thursday, August 6 the St George club will 
hold a celebration dinner to honour the induction 
of former Socceroo and St George great JOHNNY 
WARREN into the Australian Sports Hall of Fame. 

As a special tribute from ASW we begin today 
the first part of a two part series on the career of 


Warren.

“Some players won't 
be pleased and although | 


can understand their point 
of views, they have to be 
realistic about it,” he 
says. 

“Purely from the finan- 
cial aspect, they must see 
that if we don’t pull the 
crowds there'll be no clubs 
to pay them. 

“The crowd aspect at 
the moment is a worry. 

“When you get 2000 to 
3000 coming to see a 
game between South Mel- 
bourne Hellas and Mel- 
bourne Croatia in reason- 
able weather conditions, 
you know something is 
wrong.” 

Ollerton’s idea would be 
to run the season from 
November to May with a 
break for the players at 
Christmas. 

Initially, as clubs look to- 
ward installing the neces- 
sary floodlighting at their 
own grounds, Saturday 
and Sunday night double 
headers at Olympic Park 
would be the most likely 
crowd-drawers. 

“Then people can go 
out with their families and 
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go to a match in the even- 
ing either with or without 
families coming along,” 
Ollerton explained. 

“And if we introduced 
the three points a win sy- 
stem, I'm certain it would 
lead to better entertain- 
ment for the fans. 

“It would lead to a situ- 
ation where all the league 
clubs would have to be- 
come more positive.”

BRUNSWICK Juventus president Domenic Tenu-

Juventus fans have 
stayed away from home 


games in droves this sea- 
son, thus initiating the 
club's ill-fated attempt to 
move out and share North- 
cote City's John Cain Re- 
serve for the remainder of 
the current season. 

When that shift fell thro- 
ugh, Brunswick Juventus 
announced it would play 
out this season and next at 
Olympic Park before its 
projected move to its own 
ground currently being de- 
veloped in Brunswick. 

A source close to Juven- 
tus confirmed that the club 
was considering any opti- 
on to leave Olympic Park 
and, when pressed, Tenu- 
ta told ASW that Christop- 
her had been in contact 
with him. 


“| must admit he (Chri- 
stopher) did ring me up to

‘A REFEREE’S LOT IS 
NOT A HAPPY ONE’ 


THE multitude of problems faced by the round ball code in this country have 
been many and varied but slowly, at times agonisingly so, they are gradually 


being overcome. 


Playing standards are 
improving all the time, 
local quality players are 
consistently being pro- 
duced and occasionally 
even exported overseas, 
and the advent of a long 
overdue National League 
forced a higher degree of 
professionalism in club 
administration and spec- 
tator facilities. 

While nowhere near 
good enough yet, are 
vastly superior to what we 
had twenty years ago. 

One aspect of Soccer 
that has not kept pace with 
this progress however has 
been the general standard 
of refereeing, not only has 
it failed to go forward, it 
often seems that if any- 
thing, it is rapidly deterio- 
rating. 

A multitude of theories 
have been advanced as to 
why this has happened, 
but unless the situation is 
reversed soon the game 
will suffer enormous harm. 

Leading coach John 
Margaritis did not mince 
words when he stated on 
SBS television after a re- 
cent match that referees 
are killing the game in this 
country. : 

What made that com- 
ment so ominious was the 
fact that Margaritis was 
talking about the perfor- 
mance of one of our most 
senior referees. 

Unfortunately those sort 
of remarks are becoming 
more and more prevalent 
from players and coaches 
frustrated by the incom- 
petence of match officials 
at most of our matches. 

Clubs spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in 
their quest for success, 


JIM REEVES 
Players work tirelessly for 
tne months of the year with 
their coaches to do like- 
wise, only to see all the 
effort going to waste be- 
cause of a sub standard 
performance by one man. 

A referee's job is unque- 
stionably a difficult one 
which carries huge re- 
sponsibilities and in the 
majority of cases that job is 
performed honestly and to 
the best of their ability, the 
crucial fact however is that 
generally, their ability is 
simply not good enough. 


Answer 


The question there- 
fore must arise as to how 
the overall standard of 
refereeing in this coun- 
try can be improved. 

A number of remedies 
can be considered which 
in time may produce the 
desired effect, the most 
obvious one would be to 
invite leading referees 
from overseas for short

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visits in the same way that 
players have come out to 
make guest appearances 
for various clubs. 

Quite apart from the 
theoretical seminars that 
could be held with our 
leading referees, there 
would be no reason why 
competition matches 
could not be controlled by 
these visitors. 

Nobody can argue with 
the fact that imported 
players and coaches have 
helped to lift our playing 
standards over the years, 
world class referees must 
surely do likewise. 

Another possibility 
would be to send promis- 
ing young referees over- 
seas for a short period of 
time in order to gain expe- 
rience. 

At the end of each sea- 
son we regularly select the 
player of the year, coach of 
the year, top goalscorer 
and so on. 

Why not reward a young 
referee that shows poten- 
tial with an overseas trip to 
further his education. 

The honour for referee 
of the year is often given to 
someone nearing the end 
of his.career and no pur- 
pose will be served by as- 
sisting in his development, 
therefore a young referee 
of the year award will need 
to be introduced. 

Soccer has been faced 
with the problem of inex- 
perienced and downright 
incompetent referees for 
far too long, the time has 
come to recognise this fact 
and institute a programme 
for their development be- 
fore any further damage to 
the game's credibility is 
done.

be Ineligible to play for 
the remainder of this 
season and that they be 
ineligible for transfer to 
other clubs this season. 

e The club be fined 
$1000 and that a $1500 
bond be posted for the 
1988 season. 

Club president, Mr 
George Marino,- be 
‘severely reprimanded’ 
and that senlor coach 
Otto Klaus be ‘repri- 
manded’. 


The recommendati- 


ons are substantially 
less than the original 
penalties meted out of 
July 7. 

The first meeting of 
the TSA expelled Hobart 
City until the start of the 
1988 season and orde- 
red that, when the club’s 
ban had been served, it 
was not to return at a 
level higher than the 
Rothmans second divi- 
sion, In effect, Southern 
Tasmania’s third  divi- 
sion. 

A fine of $2500 was im- 
posed on the club and 
Klaus was suspended 
from coaching any team 
under the TSA’s juris- 
diction until the begin- 
ning of the 1989 season.

ANOTHER OLYMPIC: COALSTARS THRILLER

QUEENSLAND’S Ampol Cup final between Olym- 
pic United and Coalstars on August 23 is set to be 
a thriller if their XXXX League clash last weekend 


was any indication. 


The two sides played a 
2-2 draw at Olympic’s 
Goodwin Park and the 
match could have gone 
either way. Olympic 
United dominated the first 
period and led by two at the 
break. But  Coalstars 
showed their great fighting 
ability to come back and le- 
vel the terms in the second 
half.

Napoli v Real Madrid. . . 


THE draw for the EUROPEAN CUP was made last 
week and UEFA after bungling last year, decided 
to rectify the mistakes that led to a Juventus — 
Real Madrid second round clash occurring again, 


by seeding teams. 


It seemed the best thing but imagine the shock 
to the Napoli and Madrid systems when it was 
learnt that one of these champion clubs would not 
go past the first round after being paired together! 


Real Madrid were given 
further reason to believe 
the Soccer fates are 
against them when they 
were paired with Diego 
Maradona’s Napoli on top 
of the unrest in the camp 


concerning the cloud han- 
ging their successful 
manager. 


The Italian champions, 
unseeded because of their 
mediocre record in Euro- 
pe, were the club the other 
31 teams most wanted to 
avoid. 

But it will be a particular- 
ly tough assignment for 
the Spaniards who must 
play the first leg on 16th 
September behind closed 
doors as punishment for 
the crowd trouble at last 
season's semi-final 
against Bayern Munich in 
Madrid. 

UEFA has ordered the 
six times winners of the 
Champions’ Cup to play 
their next home tie in an 
empty Santiago Bernabeu 
Stadium which has a 
capacity of over 100,000. 

Should Real beat Napo- 
li, who won the Italian 
League and Cup double 
last season, they will have 
to play the home leg of 
their second round tie in a 


stadium at least 350km 
from Madrid. 
Real director Manual 


Fernandez-Trigo said: 
“This is the worst possible 
draw for us. We were hop- 
ing for one of the lesser 
known European clubs in 
the first round, especially 
in view of the UEFA ‘“clos- 
ed doors” decision in the 
first leg. 


“With players like Diego 
Maradona and the Bra- 
zilian Careca it means a 
huge financial loss for us.” 

Although nine clubs, in- 
cluding last season's win- 
ners Porto of Portugal, 
were seeded in the Cham- 
pions’ Cup, Maradona and 
Napoli were left as danger- 
ous floaters because they 
had not reached the semi- 
finals of any of the three 
European club competi- 
tions in the past five years.
